The place was swarming with 
ecohes and it v smu awful job, We marched 
in this atate ior two days and then came upon 
the village. - Wo had beon sever days without 
any food except o few fish which we got by 
firing clarwes of dynsmite in the pools’ we 
came ‘across. It rained: cats and cons all 
the time. From the rvillaze EF got some 
mon and sent them ap to the mountein to 
gat my collections which I hed been forced 
to leave behind me. 1. coull not go back 
myself as E had lost my only peir of boots 
and-my feet wore all bitten by the lasches. The 
mon brought all the things down and wo thon 
ent down the river to Kelantan.” 

Mr, Waterstradt has a very fine collection of 
birds. insects, and lind shells. He said :—* | 
was disappointed to find that Gunong Tehaoo 
waa only between 7,500 and 8000 feet high, 
There ia no ‘big game on the mountain of 
-eourss—only afew very small birds. At the 
foot of. the mountin there were larga Lumbers 
of‘olophants, but as I did not seo a single wale 
I did not fixe ot them.” 

“Had you say advontares with wild} 
animals?" cee, ; ; 

“No, On my woy back I sat up for 
three nights for a tigor that had killed a buffalo, | 
but it did not come near tho apot. We sot B, 
spring gan_aud shot it-on the sixth night. ! It 
was a very fino specimen of a full-grown tiger, 
and that is tho skin there,” pointing to a beau 
fully marked skin in the rcom. 

_ Continuing, Mr, Watorstradt said :—" I have 
shot many pig and deer. The Malays there 
are very lazy and won't go out hunting. They 
told me that the whole of the toy of Gunong 
Trahan was 006 mass of gold, and they were very 
surprised whon I came back without some slaba 
of gold. ‘Thare ia really gold up there, how- 
aver, and there ia avery good chance of prospect- 
ing.
